The  congregation 
responded  with  a  standing  ovation. 

John  Stevenson  moved  we  adjourn  seconded  by  Eleanor  Corliss.     Before  any 
action  could  be  taken  on  the  adjournment,  Charles  Greif  made  a  motion  to  spend 
Highway  Subsidy  Funds  to  purchase  the  new  Highway  Department  truck  mentioned  in 
Article  11.    Anthony  Pepitone  explained  that  the  Highway  Subsidy  Funds  were  spent 
in  the  Budget  voted  on  this  evening  and  could  not  be  spent  twice.     Mr.  Pepitone 
further  explained  that  it  was  his  understanding  that  the  Funds  had  to  be  spent  for 
road  repairs  and  were  not  available  for  purhcases,  but  that  it  might  be  possible. 
Charles  Greif  asked  that  the  Selectmen  look  into  it  for  highway  purchases  in  the 
future.
